HAD RECEIVED COPIES OF REPORTS FROM US EMBASSIES IN WARSAW 

PACT CAPITALS RESPONSIVE TO CSCE IMPLEMENTATION CHECKLIST 

(REF B). CONTENT AND THOROUGHNESS OF THESE REPORTS BODE 

WELL FOR CONTRIBUTION US WILL MAKE TO POLITICAL COMMITTEE 

EFFORT. USREP REMINDED ALLIES THAT THESE REPORT 

FROM EAST EUROPE NEEDED TO BE REVIEWED 

AND COMPLETED BY WASHINGTON, BUT EXPRESSED HOPE 

THAT US CONTRIBUTION COULDBE MADE AVAILABLE TO POLITICAL 

COMMITTEE IN NEAR FUTURE. 

1. CANADIAN REP (FOWELL) SAID HE HAD SEEN SIMILARLY 
ENCOURAGING REPORTS FROM CANADA'S SOVIET/EE EMBASSIES. 

THESE CONTRIBUTIONS WILL BE SYNTHESIZED IN OTTAWA FOR PRESENTATION 
AS A SINGLE CANADIAN REPORT, POSSIBLY BY THE NOV 7 TARGET DATE 
SET BY POLITICAL COMMITTEE CHAIRMAN. 

2. UKREP (MARGETSON) SAID HE TOO HOPED TO BE ABLE TO MAKE 
BRIEF PRELIMINARY UK CONTRIBUTION DURING COURSE OF PRESENT 
WEEK. 

3. IN RELATED MATTER, FRG REP (CITRON) SAID GERMAN EMBASSY 
VIENNA HAD CONTACTED AUSTRIAN FOREIGN MINISTRY CONCERNING 
NEUTRALS' ROLE IN CSCE IMPLEMENTATION. AUSTRIANS WERE MOST 
INTERESTED IN PURSUING EASTERN CSCE COMPLIANCE AND IN 
KEEPING IN CLOSE TOUCH WITH WESTERN ALLIES AS IMPLEMENTATION 
EFFORTS MOVE FORWARD. 

4. COMMENT: WHILE EARLY CANADIAN AND UK CONTRIBUTIONS WILL 
HELP GET IS STARTED, IT IS CLEAR ALLIES ARE AWAITING FOR 

US SUBMISSION AS DEFINITIVE EXAMPLE OF HOW POLADS' REPORT 
SHOULD BE STRUCTURED AND WHAT IT SHOULD CONTAIN. WE WOULD 
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HOPE, THEREFORE, THAT WASHINGTON WILL BE ABLE TO PROVIDE US 
SOON WITH US SUBMISSION BASED ON EXCELLENT MATERIAL PREPARED 
BY EMBASSIES IN WP CAPITALS. SINCE REPORTING FORMAT SUGGESTED 
BY US CHECKLIST AND EMBASSY RESPONSES THERETO COULD BE GENERAL- 
LY FOLDED INTO REPORTING OUT LINE AND ANNEXES PROPOSED BY IS 
(PARA 8, REF A), WE BELIEVE WE SHOULD SUPPORT IS REPORT FOR- 
MAT PROPOSAL.
